(6 ) carry out or arrange for the carrying out of such tests 
and examination as may be considered necessary for the effective 
implementation of the provisions of clause (a ) ;

the Chief Inspector , the local authority within whose jurisdiction the 
factory is situate and the general public in the vicinity .

(4 ) Every occupier shall, with the approval of the Chief Inspec 
tor , draw up an on -site emergency plan and detailed disaster control 
measures for his factory and make known to the workers employed 
therein and to the general public living in the vicinity of the factory 
the safety measures required to be taken in the event of an accident 
taking place . 


(5) Every occupier of a factory shall,-- 

( a ) If such factory engaged in a hazardous process on the 
commencement of the Factories (Amendment ) Act, 1987, within 
a period of thirty days of such commencement; and .
